On receiving 
an upplication from the captain of thé steamer 
asktog for vesistance, Messcs, Shewan, Tomes 
1 ‘obe, agents (or the vessel, applied to 
the’ Mitsu’ Bishi Shipblitaing Yard, Kobo, to 
dispatch the salvage beat Arima-maru, which 
was apecially built at the yard for such service.
